To  the  Southam  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  1962.  The  population  figure  has  changed  but  little. 
However,  births  reached  a  new  high  level  and  the  birth  rate 
has  not  been  surpassed  in  the  last  decade.  Death  rates  re¬ 
mained  low.  Apart  from  a  measles  epidemic  the  majority  of 
notifiable  infections  were  due  to  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysen¬ 
tery  at  a  service  establishment.  This  proved  troublesome 
to  control  and  was  probably  the  source  of  several  local 
outbreaks  which  appeared  in  neighbouring  districts  early  in 
1963. 

The  Council,  while  preparing  to  hand  over  its  compre¬ 
hensive  and  successful  water  undertaking,  found  many 
problems  to  resolve  concerned  with  sewage  and  refuse  dis¬ 
posal.  An  expression  of  policy  was  made  in  October  that 
you  classed  farm  drainage  as  trade  waste  and  would  in 
future  receive  only  domestic  wastes  from  farmers  except 
where  they  contracted  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  providing  for 
reception  and  reimburse  the  annual  costs  incmred  in  treating 
the  effluent.  In  discussion  of  this  matter  the  Council  had 
the  benefit  of  a  report  from  its  consulting  engineers  who  had 
calculated  what  would  be  needed  to  receive  wastes  from  one 
farm  maintaining  forty-five  cows  in  a  small  rural  parish 
where  three  other  farms  at  present  carried  no  cattle.  The 
estimate  was  for  a  capital  outlay  and  annual  charges  which 
equalled  £6  per  cow  per  annum.  If  the  other  farmers  ask 
for  similar  facilities  the  capacity  of  the  works  will  be  far 
exceeded  and  expensive  extensions  become  necessary. 
Realistic  calculations  should  convince  all  but  the  most 
sceptical  that  it  will  pay  better  to  pump  liquid 
manure  on  to  the  land.  Fertility  in  the  fields  is  much  better 
than  public  nuisance  in  the  hedgerows. 

Apart  from  plans  to  sewer  the  smaller  parishes,  the 
Council  has  had  to  consider  large  extensions  to  two  existing 
sewage  works.  At  Southam  extensions  are  being  planned 
for  a  large  increase  in  population  and  the  Deppers  Bridge 
works  will  also  need  to  be  enlarged.  The  scale  of  expansion 
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will  be  such  as  to  provide  for  515  houses  to  serve  Harbury 
and  Bishops  Itchington  and  to  make  provision  for  the  re¬ 
ception  of  sewage  from  the  parish  of  Ladbroke. 

The  Council  gave  attention  to  a  number  of  miscellaneous 
matters  during  the  year.  It  decided  to  support  the  cam¬ 
paign  to  educate  the  public  better  in  regard  to  risks  to 
health  from  cigarette  smoking.  It  also  supported  the  in¬ 
tention  of  the  local  health  authority  to  attack  the  dental 
decay  problem  and  promote  schemes  of  fluoridation  of 
public  water  supplies  up  to  one  part  per  million  of  fluoride 
it  10%.  Support  was,  however,  not  forthcoming  to  the 
request  that  a  local  Home  Safety  Committee  should  be  set 
up.  The  Council  has  continued  its  membership  of  the.  War¬ 
wickshire  Clean  Air  Council  and  is  represented  thereon  by 
two  elected  members. 

All  in  all  it  seems  in  retrospect  to  have  been  an  inter¬ 
esting  and  successful  year.  I  have  enjoyed  once  again  the 
friendly  interest  of  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  and  main  Committees  and  the  loyal  support  of  all  your 
officers  ;  for  which  I  am  indeed  most  grateful.

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C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

[i)  Water  Supply. — During  the  year  the  Council’s 
responsibility  in  respect  of  water  supply  for  part  of  the 
district  was  transferred  to  the  newly  formed  Rugby  Joint 
Water  Board.  The  Council  will  also  have  representation  as  a 
constituent  member  of  the  South  Warwickshire  Water 
Board  which  is  due  to  commence  operations  early  in  1963. 
Warwick  R.D.C.  requested  an  increase  up  to  70,000  g.p.d. 
in  the  draw-off  from  your  trunk  mains  to'  augment  the  Rad¬ 
ford  Semele  supply.  The  Chesterton  estate  supply  was 

offered  but  the  Council  decided  not  to  take  it  over.  Future 
needs  of  Chesterton  were  reckoned  as  3,000  g.p.d.  (domestic) 
and  nil  (agricultural). 

{ii)  Sewerage  Schemes.— During  the  year  the  Stockton, 
Long  Itchington  and  Priors  Marston  schemes  were  com¬ 
pleted. 

Work  was  commenced  on  schemes  at  Warmington, 
Ratley,  Fenny  Compton  and  Lighthorne. 

An  inspector  of  works,  Mr.  Carter,  was  appointed  to 
assist  on  the  Long  Itchington,  Priors  Marston,  Fenny 
Compton  and  Lighthorne  schemes. 

Work  continued  throughout  the  year  on  schemes  at 
Shotteswell  and  Famborough.  During  the  early  part  of  the 
year  the  Council’s  Resident  Engineer  for  these  schemes, 
Mr.  K.  Piggott,  was  taken  ill  and  subsequently  died  in  hos¬ 
pital.  The  work  has  been  supervised  by  members  of  the 
Council’s  technical  staff  in  addition  to  routine  duties. 

Sewerage  schemes  were  in  course  of  preparation  during 
the  year  for  the  villages  of  Avon  Dassett,  Gaydon,  Lower 
Shuckburgh,  Radway  and  Wormleighton.  The  Council  also 
instructed  its  consulting  engineers  to  prepare  plans  to  ex¬ 
tend  Southam  works  to  treat  sewage  from  6,500  population 
including  for  schools,  slaughter  house  and  new  housing  de¬ 
velopments. 

Following  the  completion  of  sewerage  schemes  and  the 
provision  of  house  connections,  conversion  of  pail  closets 
to  water  closets,  and  the  provision  of  other  standard  ameni¬ 
ties,  proceeded  throughout  the  year  with  little  need  for  the 
service  of  formal  notices.  Many  property  owners  took  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  grants  available  under  the  Public  Health 
and  Housing  Acts.  Complaints  were  received  from  Gaydon 
of  nuisance  arising  where  new  houses  had  been  con- 
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structed  having  private  sewage  works  which  overflowed 
into  a  main  road  ditch. 

Legal  Proceedings. — Appeal  against  refusal  to  approve 
septic  tank  to  discharge  into  a  watercourse.  Council’s  case 
was  that  the  system  would  inevitably  lead  to  the  pollution 
of  the  watercourse.  However,  the  appeal  was  upheld  not 
withstanding  the  imminence  of  the  new  sewerage  scheme. 

{in)  Refuse  Disposal. — An  offer  was  made  to  the  Coun¬ 
cil  of  a  site  for  tipping  which  had  formerly  been  a  light  rail¬ 
way  cutting  through  Edge  Hill  used  in  mining  of  ironstone 
there.  As  this  adjoined  habitations  and  involved  a  long  haul 
from  the  larger  parishes  the  Council  did  not  pursue  negotia¬ 
tions  further.  A  smaller  site  was  also  inspected  in  the  same 
part  of  your  district  which  seemed  more  suitable  for  tipping. 
The  site  at  Stockton  has  been  acquired  by  the  Leaming¬ 
ton  Spa  Corporation  which  will  deposit  there  pulverised 
refuse  under  controlled  methods.  It  is  expected  that  agree¬ 
ment  will  be  reached  for  reception  there  of  your  refuse.  The 
Council’s  existing  equipment  has  comprised  one  gully  emp¬ 
tier  and  three  side-loaders.  One  is  in  reserve  and  two  refuse 
crews  were  on  the  road  throughout  the  year.  A  pilot  experi¬ 
ment  is  being  planned  using  the  paper  sack  method,  which 
may  produce  savings  of  labour  and  time  sufficient  to  permit 
the  introduction  of  the  regular  back-door  collection  which 
has  long  been  the  aim  of  your  Health  Committee. 

The  CoTmcil  had  in  mind  a  further  appointment  of  or¬ 
ganisation  consultants  to  advise  on  developing  its  refuse 
service  but  in  view  of  the  great  expense  decided  to  appoint 
an  additional  health  inspector  suitably  experienced.  The 
appointment  was  finally  not  made  and  it  was  left  to  your 
existing  staff  to  plan  the  changes  and  report. 


D.  HOUSING 

The  Council  made  26  Standard  Improvement  Grants 
and  20  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  nine  Clearance  Orders  were  confirmed 
by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  These 
covered  69  properties  in  17  Clearance  Areas  at  Harbury, 
Bishops  Itchington,  Priors  Marston  and  Priors  Hardwick. 
Others  approved  related  to  Stockton,  Avon  Dassett,  Farn- 
borough  and  Fenny  Compton. 
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In  addition  demolition  or  closing  orders  were  made 
under  Section  16,  Housing  Act  1957,  in  respect  of  four  in¬ 
dividual  unfit  homes. 

Demolition  of  unfit  properties  in  Southam,  Harbury 
and  Bishops  Itchington  was  in  progress  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year.  No  major  housing  programme  can  be  un¬ 
dertaken  in  the  latter  parish  until  sewerage  extensions  have 
been  completed.

A  circular  from  the  appropriate  ministry  caused  the 
Council  to  review  the  needs  for  a  local  authority  caravan 
site,  but  there  was  found  to  exist  no  genuine  need  for  these 
facilities.  Indeed  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  caravans 
upon  private  licensed  sites  is  probable  which  seems  certain 
to  accommodate  all  bona  fide  local  residents  and  leave  a 
margin  to  attract  outsiders  into  your  district. 

One  caravan  site  owner  appealed  against  conditions  at¬ 
tached  to  the  issue  of  a  site  licence.  With  very  slight  modi¬ 
fications  the  court  supported  the  Council’s  requirements. 


E.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

No  prosecutions  were  taken.  Routine  inspection  of 
food  premises  were  carried  out  as  far  as  time  allowed,  having 
regard  to  heavy  commitments  on  housing  and  drainage  work. 
Meat  Inspection  was  maintained  100  per  cent,  before  slaughter 
ceased  at  the  local  slaughter  house  until  such  time  as  the 
necessary  works  have  been  done  so  as  to  comply  with  the 
standards  enforced  by  the  new  Hygiene  and/or  Cruelty 
regulations.  Much  less  time  could  be  given  to  inspection  of 
food  shops  than  is  desirable. 

Informal  notices  relating  to  contraventions  of  the  Act 
or  regulations  were  sent  in  several  instances.  These  re¬ 
lated  to  ; — 

(a)  General  Stores.

Authority  was  given  by  the  Council  for  the  instigation 
of  proceedings  under  the  provision  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  against  the  persons  controlling  the  latter  prem¬ 
ises,  should  such  action  be  found  necessary.  However,  plans 
for  the  complete  modernisation  of  the  premises  have  now 
been  approved. 

Slaughterhouse  [Soiithani). — Final  specification  of  works 
for  the  modernisation  of  the  premises  was  agreed  and  work 
proceeded  satisfactorily  towards  the  end  of  the  year.

The  above  table  has  been  changed  this  year.  Purporting 
to  show  the  incidence  of  the  commoner  infections  it  has 
listed  in  the  main  diseases  which  are  now  fortunately  rare. 
The  column  for  Enteric  Fever  has,  however,  been  left  in  for 
the  reasons 

{a)  that  more  people  are  now  taking  holidays  abroad 
in  areas  where  there  is  some  risk  of  contracting 
typhoid  ; 

(b)  that  certain  imported  foodstuffs,  notably  liquid 
egg  yolks,  desicated  coconut  and  animal  foods  have 
been  shown  by  bacteriologists  often  to  carry  a 
heavy  load  of  organisms  capable  of  causing  para¬ 
typhoid  and  Salmonella  infections.  These  diseases 
are,  therefore,  liable  to  appear  at  intervals  either  as 
sporadic  outbreaks  or  as  isolated  cases. 

Some  concern  arises  over  the  rising  toll  of  dysentery 
infections.  Most  of  these  cases  are  spread  from  person  to 
person  by  neglect  of  or  failures  in  simple  hygienic  precautions 
which  have  been  widely  known  and  accepted  for  decades 
past.  The  checking  of  such  infections  rests,  therefore, 
more  with  the  individual  citizen  in  his  daily  life  than  with 
official  control  programmes. 

TUBERCULOSIS,  1962 

Tuberculosis.- — For  the  second  year  new  cases  can  be 
numbered  upon  the  fingers  of  one  hand  and  for  the  fourth 
time  in  six  years  nobody  died  of  this  once  dreaded  disease. 
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As  there  are  now  fewer  persons  infected  and  new  treatments 
have  reduced  the  periods  spent  in  bed  rest,  admission  to 
Sanatorium  has  presented  no  difficulty.  No  scholars  received 
BCG  vaccine  this  year  as  it  became  necessary  for  adminis¬ 
trative  reasons  to  postpone  the  normal  summer  programme 
until  the  Spring  Term  of  1963.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  {Scholar’s  Scheme) 

No  visits  to  Southam  High  School  were  made  during 
the  year. 
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National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951. 

Further  supervision  was  necessary  in  respect  of  the 
two  aged  ladies  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report.  In  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  the  Domestic  Help  and  Welfare  services  of  the 
County  Council  and  with  other  help,  their  cottage  was 
cleansed  and  wired  for  electricity.  They  resumed  occupation 
in  the  Spring  of  1962.  The  health  of  the  householder’s  com¬ 
panion  has,  however,  caused  a  continual  problem  in  the 
medical  and  nursing  care  at  home. 

Mr.  W —  (90?),  a  deaf  and  obstinate  old  man  had  lived 
with  his  son  for  many  years  but  latterly  would  not  be 
left  alone.  His  son  was  unable  to  attend  to  his  business 
properly.  In  October  the  Deputy  M.O.H.  and  the 
family  doctor  gave  a  Joint  Certificate  as  required  by 
the  1951  Act  and  a  Magistrate  was  called  who  signed 
a  compulsory  removal  order.  Further  procedure 
followed  for  his  detention  at  Shipston  House  until  he 
died  there  on  27th  January,  1963. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

There  were  no  mpijor  infestations  in  the  district  during 
the  year.  The  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  carried  out  routine 
monthly  inspections  and  treatments  on  94  farms  under  con¬ 
tract  for  this  service,  in  addition  to  treatment  of  private 
premises  following  notification,  and  routine  preventive 
measures  on  refuse  tips  and  sewage  disposal  works. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1960 

The  Council  was  made  aware  of  public  unrest  at  the 
levels  of  air  pollution  being  experienced  at  Long  Itchington 
and  Stockton  and  connected  in  the  public  mind  with  the 
operations  of  local  cement  industry.  As  this  is  a  process 
covered  by  the  Alkali  Works  Inspectorate  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  was  grateful  to  Dr.  Beighton,  District  Alkali  Inspec¬ 
tor,  for  attending  its  December  meeting  in  person  to  answer 
questions  and  to  outline  the  plans  which  he  had  been  working 
out  in  conjunction  with  the  management  of  the  Rugby  Port¬ 
land  Cement  Works.
